On a rising vote the journal was ap- 
proved and on a call of yeas and navs 
the previous question wat ordered and 
debate limited to 15 mlaotes on either 
Bide. After a speech by Mr. Reed re- 
gardinst the speaker's ruling Thursday. 
Mr. Reed's motion to ■mendthe ionrnal 
was voted down. The vote on approv- 
ing the journal showed a quorifm toting. 

Mr. Reed's motion to.aa.ioarn Was de 
cided out of order and tbe speaker de- 
clined to entertahi aa appeal and again 
refused to atito the gronid of refusal, 
holding that no member ha* the ri|^t to 
inquire the grounds of a decision any 
more than a lawyer has to demand the 
same thing of a Judge on tbe bench.

The approach of spring coinpels the 
dealers to replenish stocks, and the ag- 
gregate of orders, if smaller than usual 
at tliis season, is distinctly larger than 
ill January or Fehruary. 

Ex< e[«t in speculative markets, prices 
do not recover, and in some instances 
have gone lower, but the absence of 
stn.sati(m(il records in<ipires hope that 
the liottoiu may have been r<arh('d. 
BuHiues.s, though small, is e.\i ' ptionally 
cautious aud safe, and its slow gain is 
more encouraging than a beavy expan- 
sion.

Pkoria. Ills., March 31. Shortly after 
11 o'clock yesterday morning the citi 
zens o; Peoria were startled by a dull 
roar that cams from the direction of the 
west bluS. In a few minntes a tin 
alarm had been turned in. Shortly after 
the patrol wagon and auibulan-es were 
dashing up the ntreet to the corner ot 
Bourland and College avenue. This is 
the uiK>t where the groat siaudpipe ot the 
Peoria Water company waw located. 

When within two blocku of the place 
all were oMigod to stop, (rreat volumes 
of water were ru.shin;^ through the 
streets, houses wore floating away, fences 
were deiiioiishe<l aud four leet of wati r 
vviui rapidly spreading over the vicinity 
and Hooding the sewers of the city. 

All was confusion and terror. luTSSt- 
i/fation showed that the massive stand- 
pipe, 129 feet in height and 23 feet in 
diameter, had collapsed. No warning 
waa given to the people in the vicinity, 
bat with a few sharp cracks and a dull 
roar I,r)iX),UOU gallons of water wars pre- 
cipitated to the ground. 

Several workmen were engaged on 
the towei at tbe time it fell, and bow 
they eee^ild instaat death is minMa- 
lous. 

The pipe stood in a vacant lot used by 
the ciiildren as a playground. One of 
them, Frank Hogan, was caught be- 
tween the mass of steel and literally 
crushed Into the earth. 

W ild rumors were immediately afloat, 
and distracted mothers and wives could 
be seen gathering in the vicinity. Thou- 
sands of dtixens came from all parts of 
tlie city, and workmen at onoe sot to 
work as soon as the water had nm oil 
sulHciently. 

The great pipe liee crushed like an egg- 
shell across the vauunt lot and into the 
street, five or six houses across the street 
lieing swept from their foundations and 
curried many feet aw^y. One large 
hou.se is iu splint -rs. 

The prupt^rty loss will not be less than 
;6.iO,000, und beside tbe death of the one 
lad mentioned three others of the Injured 
will die.

Naturalized. 

..\.nKU'Hi.\, March ai.-^adgo Dal- 
las has tiled an opinion in the Unit*.-d 
States circuit court holding; that Chinese 
can not be naturalized. Judge Dallas 
said: ''It is necessary to refer only to 
act of vongress of May 0, 1882, entitled 
'An act to execute oertain treaty stiimla 
tions relating to Chinese.' By ite 14th 
section it is enacted 'thut hereafter no 
state oonit of oodrt of the United States 
shall admit Chinese to citizenship,' and 
I can not accept the position taken in 
argument that this seotton became in- 
operative upon the expiration of 10 years 
after tbe passa^'eof the act. Ito first 
section, and the BUbstittfto for the sec- 
tion, ap|)roTed July 5, 1884, relate only 
to 'coming of Chinese laborers to the 
United Stetes.' The I4th section forbids 
the admission of Chinese to oitlzeuship 
at any time after the passage of tho act. 
It is still ia force and is determinativi 
of this case. The application is refused. '

Sojiie say Reihnond curs d .McL' iidon 
and McLt inlon hred at Ri dniotul. others 
say that Mcl.i'iidon tired at Rollers and 
the bullet piissed through Kedmoiid's 
throat, killing him instantly. 

Firing then became general and citi- 
zens hurried to tbe front of tbe encoun- 
ter. It was found that the constable.s 
had scattered to the wo ids and four in n 
wei-j lyin,; on the giound— Redmond, 
Frank N'orinent and Constables Pepper 
and AIcLendon. Pepper was shot 
through the hrart, McLendon throutfh 
the stomach ai:d is living but will die. 
Norment is dead. 

Chief of Police Dargan wa* ^hot In the 
side and several citizens were wounded. 
Norment, wh > was killed, had taken no 
part in the riotous proceedings in the 
last few days and had gone to tne depot 
on business of his own. 

The arms of one of the militia com- 
I)anieH have been taken by the oittsent 
and a neighboring militia company Is 
reported not to be in sympathy with the 
governor. 

The iieopUl Of Cbarlotte. Sumter and 
Darlington agretd to support each other 
in resisting the search of private houses. 
Last night, inaccordanoe with tbe agre<)- 
ment, armed parties Of men from town 
andooontry asMmblod ta each ot tbe 
aborel dtiee ud pMteted all the rall> 
road stations from which the spies can 
•«cape by rail. 

Mountain men are sooariog the woods 
for the spies, who are armed with Wis* 
chesters and will fight for their lives. 
The Darlington guards are under arms, 
endeavoring to preserve the peace, but 
the trouble has outgrown their control. 
Sheriff Scarborough is powerless, and is 
under threats of Ixiing killed by th^ citi- 
sene if he interfereit. Une of the wound- 
ed oonstHblfle ii In Darlingtr)u jail, 
protected by the local military com- 
pany.

WAGES AT HOME. 

" The census bulletin giving the Btatis- 
ticti of manufacturefl by Statea explodes 
completely the protection theory that 
Uriff, tflicaUite wagM," uyi the New 
York Wortd. 

"If thia contention were true, wages 
in the aame indoatriea oagbt to be anb- 
atantially nniform thionghoot the 
Statea subject to tlio pame tariff law. 
That thia ia not tlie case the tablea pub- 
liehed in the Tribune oondasiirely prove. 
The variation is greater between differ- 
ent Statea of oar Union than it ia be- 
tween the tTerage of wagea in thia coun- 
try and the average in England. 

" It ia ahqwn by this bulletin that the 
mean aTerage wages paid in the entire 
country in all manufacturing industries 
except mining and quarrying, for ISiK), 
waa $484 per tiand. 

"Among the States falling below this 
average were these: Alabama, by $110; 
Georgia, $177; South Carolina, $217; 
Idaine, $134; New Hampahire, $101; 
Wisconsin, $92. 

"Among the States exreeilinR this aver- 
age were Colorado, $230; Montana, $238 ; 
Maasachasetta, flO; New York, $66; 
Pennsylvania, Wyoming, $2St. 

" The obvious lesson of these figures 
and of the rest of the table ia that wagea 

depeii'l upon the iinxhirtlrili/ of Ihf imrk- 
ineii, tiie demmuljor Idlxjr, tlie <;//(ViV»c// of 
tabor orgcMVKUiont and the coM of lining, 
not npon a tariff law which may permit 
but never constrains protected employers 
to pay more than the market rata for 
wagea.

"Great excitement prevails here this 
evening. One shot fired here would 
cause the death of every Nicaraguan in 
Bluefiflds. We are axiously awaiting 
the arrival of an American waiship. I 
iiave no time to secure further pa: tieii 
lars, as the vess- 1 will leave in a mo- 
ment. 

"When the Canada steamed awayf or 
Pearl Lagoon, Lacayo brought M sol- 
diers and several Inites of uriiis and am- 
munitidii frmn Kanui. This was a ijircct 
violation of an a^rei iueut entere<l into 
by and between Lueayo and the British 
consul in the piert( uce of Hon. S. C. 
Braidi, <iur I'liited States consul, that 
Nicarajruau .'•oldiers would be neither 
broiiijlit to Uluelields nor would Nica- 
raguaub be put on the police foree dur- 
ing the absence of the British warship. 

•'The presence of the NicaraKuaas on 
the riter steamer necessarily created the 
wildest eAcitement. In leiM than 10 
minutes fully 1,(»()0 citizen.s, Americans 
and creolert, were armetl witii revolvers.

luefields and the Mosquito res' rvation. 
"A general meeting of the citizens was 
then (•tmveiied at tlie International club, 
when tile action of the Anieruaus was 
a^'uin imlorsed. The Americans will re- 
main n(;utral. pending the arrival of u 
United States warship, unless it should 
become necessary to defend their homes 
and property." 

Not Almrineil at Wtulilngton. 

Washington. March 81.— Notwith- 
standing the report from Colon of pend- 
ing trouble at iiluefields, the state de- 
partment officials do not apprehend any 
danger to American residents or prop- 
erty there, and the presence of the Brit- 
ish warship Canada, it is believed, will 
assure peace for the time being. 

The San Francisco, with Admiral 
Benham on board, is expected to reach 
Bluetields about the middle of next 
week. Once on the scene. Admiral Ben- 
ham probably will communicate with 
Minister Baker and in conjonction with 
him give attention to the protection of 
onr citizens at Bl'ietields. 

THREE MURDERERS HANGED. 

All FedernI CunvicU, Ilitvliis C'omnilltfti] 
Tlii'ir CiiiiK-H in £li« Choctaw Nutiun. 

pAKis, Tex., March SI.— A triple 
hanging took place here sborfly before 
noon. The trio who were launched into 
eternity were Eduarde R. Goneale^, 
Manning Davis and Jim Upkins, all fed- 
eral c<in\u;t£. Iiavim; ctjiiimittetl their 
iriiiies in the Choctaw nation. Ttiey 
juountcd the .scattoM at 1 1 a. m. 

(ioiiiiales made ;i short Hi)eech to the 
crowd, in wliii'h lie declareil liiw inno- 
cence of the crime for which he wa.s to 
die. He w.is followed l^y I'pkins, who 
also insisted that h" Wit.s innocent and 
declari'd hi8 Lielief that he was going 
btraight to heuveu. Davis wussnllen 
and refused to sjx ak. 

The drop fell at 1 1 :50 a. m. and the 
neck-s of the liuee men were biouen by 
the fall. The execution was perfect and 
the men were pronounced dead lo min- 
utes alter the drop fell. 

The (-rime for which Uonzales paid 
the death penalty was the murder of 
John Daniels, a singing school teacher in 
Blnu county, Choctaw nation, on May 
16, 18U3. (ion/.ales was a pupil of 
Daniels and w.t^ e.vpelled because his fel- 
low pupils objected to him on acoonnt of 
his nationality. Be miudaredhk teaoher 
for revenge. 

Manning Davis' crime was one of the 
most brutal in the history of the Choc- 
taw nation. Hll victmi was John 
Roden, a neighbor. The two men were 
apparently the Lest of friends until the 
night of Dec. 1891. That evening 
Manning Davis entered Roden's house 
and accuseii his neighbor of insulting 
bis wife. Koden pr< itested that he was 
innocent of the charge, but Davis drew 
a long knifta and stabbed him to death in 
the presence of Mra. Roden. Davis fled, 
but was captured two months later in 
Arkansas by Dejinty Sheriff Dollarliide, 
who was afterward murdered by Miller 
Dmv'im, a brother of Manning Davis. 
Miller Davis whs hanged in Arkansas 
just two weeks before sentence was 
passed on his brother. 

Jim UpkiAs was a heavy set, ginger- 
c^ke colored negro and was one of the 
most brutal looking of the African type. 
The crime for whidi he yielded up his 
Ufa on the gallows was revolting in the 
extreme. At Ardmore, I. T.. on Sept. 6, 
IMS, ha ootraged his d-ysar-old step- 
daughter, Mary Werden, tearing the 
clothes from the child's body and lacer- 
ating her person in a sboonng manner. 

A nighly dramatic scene bocnrred at 
the examining trial. The negroes of the 
town organized a mob and Mtemptrd to 
lynch hiiu. Judge Gibbons stepped be- 
tween the prisoner and the mob and de- 
tiantly iiifaoaed thsin that they would
